Sir; 


Your letter of the Ist inst. is at hand in which you state that it is claimed by this office 
that certain warrants the dates of which were in your predecessor’s term of office should have 
been signed by him. On reference to the letter I think you will find that your attention was called 
to a certain discrepancy, namely the signing of your name to a paper dated before your entrance 
upon office, but that no mode of correction was suggested. 


I would now state that in the opinion of this office such correction can be made by 
altering the date of the warrant so that it may accurately represent the time of its completion by 
signature. 


On further examination of your bullion account I find that in a bill of the Adams Express 
Co. receipted May 31st and appearing as a voucher of silver distribution expenses in your second 
quarters account, a shipment of silver to Milwaukee was allowed at the contract rate from 
Philadelphia to Chicago, and at a higher rate for the further distance viz @ $1.00 for 85 miles 
from Chicago to Milwaukee. What is the explanation of this?
